DAVIE'S ADDRESS. 

The President of the Second District 
Union Reviews the 
Situation. 



This Is a Government of the People, 
bjr » Clas* and for a 

Otot*. 

At the meeting of the delegates to the 
Second District Union at Henderson, 
President M. D. Davie delivered the fol- 
lowing address : 

Brethren of the Second Congressional 
District of Kentucky :— I feel conscious 
of my inability to properly discharge the 
duties which your kindness has imposed 
upon me, and yet, I thank you. 

I shall, however, best evince my grat- 
itude for this manifestation of your par- 
tiality by a prompt, energetic and un- 
swerving adherence to the rules that you 
may adopt for your government. 

But all my efforts to dispatch business 
and preserve harmony, will prove futile 
unless they receive your cordial co-oper- 
ation, your intelligence, and the deep in- 
terests of your people. In the results of 
our labors give assurance that your as- 
sistance will never be wanting to enable 
the chair, faithfully and impartially, to 
perforin its legitimate functions in the 
work before us. The people's interests 
demands our immediate attention, and 
they will receive it if we pro|s rly appre- 
ciate tho responsibility of our position. 
Moping that our session may be agreea- 
ble to us individually, and lienelicial 
the people and our order, again I thank 
you. 

Coming together from various fields of 
labor, you have again as.seinl.les in coun- 
cil to consider the interests of our order. 
I trust you enter upon this work with 
your love for the Union, and your inter- 
ests in its prosperity brightened by the 
experience of the past in its >. rvu e. I 
profess that my zeal in the cause and my 
confidence in its -u, cc,s have increased 
just iii proportion M my labors in its be- 
half have beeu multiplied. 

In the beginning many of us had con- 
fused ideas as to what the Farmers and 
Laborers Pnion really was ; what were its 1 
objects and how they were to be attained. 



Doubtless *,me sougt membership in 
the ( >rder from erroneous and exaggerated 
view upon these points, and these have 
been disappointed. Others from a similar 
nns, oriception of its aims and plans, stood 
■tot from the organization, and these, 
as time has developed its real purposes, 
have become active and useful members. 

Thus we have grown stronger, because 
we have been made more coherent by a 
truer apprehension of the nature of the 
Order; and today wo stand upon firmer 
ground and our organisation is more ef- 
fective good than ever before. 

The Order, for the last twelve months, 
has really been passing through its for- 
mation stage, and it now stands forth be- 
fore the world, with well defined outline, 
relieved of the mists and exaggerations 
with which it was invested in the popu- 
lar conception of its character, mid thus 
presented, challenges the respect and con- 
fidence of all, as the most compact, most 
effective and useful agricultural organi- 
zation that has ever been formed. 

In the unity of its materials, in its el- 
ements of stability, in the adaptation of 
its machinery, and hence, in its capacity 
for work, it surpasses any association of 
the farming class that was ever known 
before, while in the rapidity of its growth 
and the completion with which it has 
ramified every portion of the whole coun- 
try, it has no parallel in the past So 
rapid, indeed, has been its growth, that 
there is but little territory left to be oc- 
cupied, and the work of the Order in the 
future, therefore, will be, not so much to 
enter new fields as to cultivate those al- 
ready within our inclosure. If it is a 
fact that the farmer is not in the full en- 
joyment of his rights, and that other 
classes are combined to deprive him of 
the fruits of his own labor, it is evident 
that organization among farmers is an ab- 
solute necessity, and we have full knowl 
edge of the details of the various capital- 
istic conspiracies againt the interests of 
agriculture. National banks, railroads, 
tariffs and trusts — robberies in all their 
different phases, have been fully exposed, 
the conspirators have been held up to 
popular contempt, and yet millions of 
dollars have been transferred from our 
farm to the pockets of schemers, and yet 
the work of despoliation goes steadily on. 
Why ? We ask the question, why ? 

And to that question we would like a 
frank answer from every productive la- 
borer. 

It is not because we haye not done 
duty not because we have not stood by the 
farm through thick and thin, and not be- 
cause we have endeavored to protect our- 
selves, our children and our country. 

But the reason is that thousands of the 
productive classes have not yet identified 
themselves with any of the fart 
ganizations to protect their own rights 
and mass their strength and influence at 
the ballot box, against the systematic ef- 
forts to rob them, and to deprive them 
not only of their rights, but their liber- 
ties. 

Is this as it should be ? When there 
is a combination against us. as there is 
upon every hand, what must be thought 
of a class that refuses to assert the au- 
thority of the first law of nature— self 
preservation— and adopt the only practi- 
cal means to save itself? There can be 
i successful combination againsta thor- 
gh organization of farmers. Organiz- 
, they can directly and indirectly 
make congresses, legislatures, presidents 
and governors, control commerce, to a 
greater or less extent be the directors of 
matters that pertain to the interests of 
our society and country. There is not a 
political party in existence that they can- 
not mould to suit them if they will : 
there is not a public question they cau- 
e in their own interest and in the 
interest of the whole country. They have 
the majority of votes, character recogniz- 
ed for worth and stability and they have 
an aggregate wealth that is great and 
might he influential. But unorganized, 
none of these things count for anything. 
The individual farmer is helpless. His 
voice is like the falling zephyr, that is 

Organization is the farmer's only hope. 
It is through organization alone that he 
can secure his rights and procure his lib- 
ert y. 1 1 ll organization among the farm- 
ing classes alone that this republic can 
hope to endure. 

Ours is an agricultural organization 
and its great aim is to foster the agricult- 
ural interests of the country. This it is 
to do, by exciting in those who cultivate 
the soil a love for their calling, by ele- 
vating it to its true dignity, as the fore- 
most among the useful arts, and by in- 
vesting it with employment for the brain 
as well as the hand. By increasing the 
attractiveness of country life, making the 
farm | home whose life is to be enjoyed 
as well as an investment by which Ulou- 
ev i- lo bl made, and thus, attaching to 
rural employment attractions, for the 



want of which 
are inclined, at the first opportunity, to 
forsake the country for the city. By ad- 
ding to the produetive capacity of the 
farms, increasing its fertility, improving 
its processes, enhancing its profits, diver- 
sifying its crops and lessening their cost. 

By protecting the producers against 
combinations whereby he is deprived of 
the fruit* of his labor, and securing for 
him a fair and free market for his com- 
modities, and to labor Tor the education 
of the agricultural classes in the science 
of economical government in a strictly 
non-partisan spirit. 

We have made little progress in the 
improvement of civil government, either 
as to efficiency or economy. Have yet to 
realize a government "of the people, for 
the people and by the people." We now 
have a government of the people, by a 
class and for a class. We do not all real- 
ize that we are governed by an oligarchy 
composed of professional office holders 
and office seekers, that our elections are 
usual v money contests between two sec- 
tions of this class, and the result merely 
a decision as to which section of the oli- 
garchy shall govern and enjoy the emol- 
uments arising from the control of gov- 
ernment. Neither do we sufficiently re- 
alize that a government of the people by 
the real representatives of all classes is 
practicable, under which the various in- 
terests, opinions and desires of all are 
proportionately represented, a system un- 
der which law-making bodies become so- 
ciety in miniature and laws the accurate 
and orderly expressions of public opin- 
ion. Today it would be sheerest folly 
to deny that there is an existing condi- 
tion which demands a remedy. It would 
be worse than folly to deny that the ag- 
ricultuarl interests of the country are in 
a depressed and suffering condition, and 
when we consider tnat eight-tenths of 
our population are engaged in mechanic- 
al pursuits, we have some idea of the 
magnitude of the interests at stake. 
Whenever the interests of these are en- 
dangered the whole country suffers, " for 
the farmers must provide for all." 

The farmers are making no money- 
matter what they produce ; whether it be 
tobacco, wheat, cotton, corn or sugar 
they are all suffering. The cost of pro- 
duction and living is greater than the 
cost of the product. 

It is almost universally admitted that 
the scarcity of money is the case of the 
depression — in fact, there can be no oth- 
er cause. Our manufactories are turn- 
ing out finished products of all kinds, 
and yet the people are not prosperous, 
and are becoming poorer and poorer day 
bv day ; that, too, when they have pro- 
duced in the last twenty years fifty bill- 
ions of dollars; and yet they are jioor 
and suffering. What then has been the 
cause that the returns for labor are so 
small, and that discontent is abroad in 
the land, when there ought to be peace, 
contentment and plenty ? This condi- 
tion is a scarcity of money, which ena- 
bles the few to control what there is, to the 
detriment of the many. This being so, 
what is the remedy ? We believe that it 
is the making of more money. Gold and 
silver have always been money — but they 
are only money when some government 
puts its stamp upon them, and says this 
piece of gold and that piece of silver 
shall have a certain value. As it comes 
from the mines, it is simply a commodi- 
ty, like wheat, corn or tobacco, and is 
not money, but whon the government 
puts a stamp upon it and says this is $10, 
it becomes money, and neither of these 
metals ever has been or will ever be mon- 
ey, until some government does this act. 
And while we have produced more of 
these metals than any other nation in 
the world, yet at the request of Euglish 
money lenders (whom we owe) and man- 
ufactories, who fearour rivalry, Congress 
tramples it under foot and makes mer- 
:handise of it, instead of coining it into 
money. The first movement for the re- 
lief of the people should be the restora- 
tion of silver as money. Silver is the 
money of the people. It is the money of 
trade. It permeates every section, every 
town, every hamlet and every household. 
Gold is the money of tho ltankers, specu- 
lators anil money lenders, and it is these 
classes, and these alone, who oppose the 
remonetization of silver. 

It is the people who need more money, 
with which lo transact their business- 
more money because more money will 
make better prices ; more money, because 
more money will rescue them from the 
hands of the usurer and the land shttrk.

▲ Study In the Mysterious and 
Bewildering Art 



An Intcreatlnc l>«»crlptlon of the Cell 
That Cloaea In by Seven l>f>»;r«'<-« on 
Its Victim— How Ml I Heading 



What most deeply interests the unin- 
formed mind concerning hypnotism is 
the exaggerated conditions which un- 
reported. I propose to give my descrip- 
tion, writes Arthur Howton in New 
York World, which will unhurden this 
so-called weird art of many misrepre- 
sentations. I must say, however, that 
it more than fulfills the claims of its 
exponents in that it is a useful and ex- 
tremely powerful adjunct in minor 
surgical operations, on account of thi 
ease with which local or general 
anesthesia may he produced, not to 
mention its value as a sedative and 
nerve recuperator; also it is fair to say 
that mind-reading done hy hypnotic 
subjects is sometimes almost inex- 
plicable. It is this last fact which 
keeps the old "magnetism" alive. Ac- 
cording to the best authorities there are 
seven stages of hypnotis with well 
marked characteristics. 

The first stage of hypnotis is the leger 
sommeil, or light sleep of Dr. Liebault. 
In this stage the subject is in an or- 
dinary doze, produced by a gentle, 
monotonous movement of the hands in 
the form of passes, fixing the patient's 
eyes steadily upon some bright small 
object, thus producing slight oenbral 
exhaustion. There is no special peculi- 
arity about this stage except that the 
subject is more susceptible to sugges- 
tion, but the least noise or bursc|ue 



which manifest* itself upon the least 
stimulation. For instance, if the mas- 
setcr or muscle of the jaw is touched it 
will contract as from a tetanic spasm. 

The danger lies in the liability of 
these tctantlc contractions spreading 
and involving some vital organ, or oven 
reaching the heart. It is beyond all 
power of man to simulate these symp- 
toms. Thirdly, association of ideas is 
entirely absent, and the brain is func- 
tionally inactive. 

The sixth stage, or complete contrac- 
ture, It never induced except for scien- 
tific investigation or foi extreme surgi- 
cal operations. All the muscles except 
thOM encerned in the circulation and 
respiration arc rigidly contracted. All 
rellcxcs and mental phenomena are ab- 
sent, and long continuance in this con- 
dition, sometimes called deep trance, 
may cause the subject to pass quietly

The second stage or sommeil profond, 
is also named by Dr. Liebault. of Nan- 
cy, and the special characteristics are 
that the subject is in a deep sleep, but 
retains consciousness of what is going 
on around him. lie is in a state of very 
much increased susceptibility to sugges- 
tion— so much so, in fact, that if told 
that he can not open his eyes he can 
not do so. His general condition is one 
of natural sleep except that in ordinary 
sleep the patient hears nothing, anil a 
sound will awake him, whereas in this 
Bleep the patient if spoken to will an- 
swer, and even loud noises will not 
startle him. This stage is induced by 
continuation of the method given for 
the first stage. 
The third stage, of somnambulism 
first in which the subject com- 
t loses control of his actions. 
I condition he hears and sees 
no one except the operator, unless 
he is placed in harmony with him. 
There ia also in this condition a certain 
association of ideas, in that the som- 
nambulist if set to washing his hands 
will not continue the operation forever, 
but will, after a reasonable time, ask 
for a towel. This condition is lost in 
deeper stages. In this condition there 
in a akin-deep insensibility to pain, nnd 
the pupils of the eyes are contracted; 
but the rreetest peeu'iarity of this stage 
lies in the hyperesthetic powers in- 
duced in some subjects. It is to this 
peculiarity that we owe the wonders of 
mind reading, as in this condition a 
good subject's senses are so infinitely 
sharpened that they can catch a clew 
given by an operator which would fail 
to reach the sharpest unhypnotized per- 
son in the world. 

The fourth stage is catalepsy. This 
is the first stage which is absolutely 
pathological, and is not, as in the form- 
er stages, merely psychical effects. In 
this stage the subject's muscles are 
all in » flaccid or wax-like condition, 
and if the subject's limbs are

This has been proven by the 
sphymographio charts of Tamburine 
and SeppilL In this stage the ocular 
and patellar reflex Is almost entirely 
deficient. 

This is a 
stage which is dangerous for any one 
not fully competent and with long ex- 
perience to meddle with, on account of 
the acute tetanus which always accom- 
panies it. The general idea is expressed 
by the German investigators that these 
effects are produced by suggestion and 
imitation. This is erroneous, however, 
as has been demonstrated by the 
ollnlque of Prof. Charcot a la Salt- 
pe trie re, Paris. The special symptoms 
are first, an entirely relaxed condition 
Of the muscles, so that if the subject Is 
raised up and let fall he will drop in a 
heap, and without the least ability to 
better his position.

It. Kxtlnrtion Threatened UnlCSl Nrw 
Method* Are Adopted. 
A recent letter from (iencral Hradley 

T. Johnston to a Baltimore paper pre- 
dicting the extinction of the oy.ter beds 
unless measures shall be taken to re- 
plenish them is likely to bear good fruit. 
President Tyler, of William and Mary 
College of Virginia, in a letter to the 
Richmond Dispatch says that this col- 
lege would gladly undertake the trust 
of experimental oyster culture. The 
college Is in the center of tide-water 
Virginia, contiguous to the oyster-beds 
of James and York rivers, and the gift 
to it of a few thousand acres of oyster 
lands would enable it to work out the 
question of oyster-culture on a scientific 
basis. The offer should enlist thte ready 
co-operation of the State. 

It may be true, as Florida papers 
say, that Indian river alone has oys- 
ter-beds enough to supply the con- 
tinent for years, or, as one journal 
puts it, that "any settler along it> 
banks who wants a bed of his own 
has only to put a few palmetto logs on 
the bottom of the river, throw a bushel 
of oysters upon it and they immediately 
go to growing and multiplying Indefi- 
nitely." Admitting this, it is a well- 
known fact thut some of the most high- 
ly-prized beds in our neighboring waters 
have virtually become exhausted, so 
that the varieties of oysters that made 
them famous are merely traditions now. 
ltesides, oyster-culture has its scientific 
claims, and, irrespective of results, the 
proposition of the Virginia college is 
commendable as showing the practical 
tendency of college work in these days. 

In a Pound of Tea. 
A man w ho argues that one pound of 
tea makes four hundred small or three 
hundred ordinary-sized cups states his 
case as follows: Tea testers ordinarily 
use a silver five-cent piece for weighing 
the exact quantity required for a cup. 
As there are about twenty-five five-cent 
pieces to an ounce, and as there are 
sixteen ounces to a pound, it follows 
that one pound of tea will actually 
make four hundred cups, according to 
tht standard of strength ordinarily re- 
luircd by professional testers. The 
sups used for this purpose contain, 
however, one-fourth less than the aver- 
age domestic teacups. It will, there- 
fore, be seen that after making due 
allowance for the difference in the size 
of the cups the number will be very 
close to three hundred. 



Women and Champagne. 

It is curious what a great deal 
women have to do with champagne, 
says the Detroit Free Press. The Mer- 
echale d' Estrees was a grand dame de 
par le monde; also was she an excellent 
woman of business in right of birth, for 
she was the daughter of a Jewish finan- 
cier. She had vineyards at Mailly, 
Verzy, Verzenay and Biliary, but she 
united the produce of them all under the 
one name Sillery. She bestowed special 
puins upon the cultivation of her vine- 
yards, and having a good wine to sell 
used her social position unsparingly to 
force it down the throats of her contem- 
poraries. The popularity of Sillery 
seems to have been the beginning of 
that worship of brands which is so 
characteristic of the modern wine- 
Llrinker. The vineyards in the Cham- 
pagne department cover 138,870 En- 
glish acres, which produce about 14;- 
000,000 gallons of wine annually, of 
which about one-third is sparkling

The latest fad, next to the disposition 
of surgeons to extirpate all the impor- 
tant organs of the body, is to find 
bacteria everywhere, and to warn 
people against doing, for fear of bac- 
teria, what it is necessary to do in order 
to get along at all. A ltuffalo doc- 
tor has found nothing better to oe- 
cupy his time or no better way to ad- 
vertise himself than to examine under 
the microscope the straps in the street 
cars by which unhappy w retches main- 
tain an upright position w hen the cars 
are crowded. He finds these straps 
"fairly reeking with bacteria." This 
is a strange use of the word reck. We 
might as well speak of the atmosphere 
as reeking with birds. Reeking means 
steaming or smoking, liactcria have 
just as much right to be everywhere as 
birds and butterflies have to fly in the 
air, and they are for the most part as 
harmless. The idea the doctors seek to 
convey is that where there is micro- 
scopic life there is danger to health. If 
there is a space on earth where micro- 
scopic life does not exist, man can not 
exist on that spot. The air w e breathe, 
the water we drink, is full of harmless 
animalculac, and would not be life-sus- 
taining otherwise. 

We are warned against sneezing, ex- 
cept into a bacterium receiver, for fear 
of letting loose into the air destructive 
bacteria to attack the nasal membranes 
of other folks. We are warned against 
receiving money— hard money or paper 
money— without first putting it through 
a disinfecting process. We are told to 
go through the world with a strainer 
over the nose and the mouth, with car- 
bolized gloves, and so on. In short, if 
we are to stand any show of living to a 
reasonable age we are to shut ourselves 
up in gauze saturated with disinfecting 
preparations, drink distilled water, ab- 
stain from every thing we like, and have 
no other concern in the world than the 
care of health. x 

There are certain reasonable sanitary 
rules based on a few facts of observa- 
tion that are worthy of serious atten- 
tion. They are not attended to ordi- 
narily, because hygienic cranks urge so 
many ridiculous and impossible rules 
and so constantly shock the common 
sense of mankintl. To ask a rational 
being to refrain from grasping a friend's 
han.4 for fear of bacteria, to deny him- 
self the pleasure of osculation, and all 
that, is too much. If these doctors per- 
sist in pointing out microscopic life 
wherever they find it the thing is to rec- 
ognize the fact that microscopic life is 
edible and wholesome— raw, fried, 
stewed, baked or in any other form. 
We are made up— all of us and in every 
part of us — of microscopic organisms. 
A man is simply a collection of such or- 
ganisms, every minute particle of his 
being having an independent life. There 
is nothing to be frightened at. Bacteria 
have oeen in the world a good while, 
and enough people have managed to 
live to make it a pretty active world.

Now there may Ih> fifty within 
this State. A few figures regarding the 
bones of the animals slaughtered during 
the last few years will show in what 
numbers they existed. Where the buf- 
falo flourished there his cousin, the 
domesticated cow, will thrive, and 
sheep and horses will do especially well 
on the nutritious herbage that enticed 
the bison from the south and central 
plains. From the single station of 
Minot there were shipped of buffalo 
bones in 1880, two hundred antl twenty- 
flve tons; 1887, six hundred tons; in 
MM) three hundred and seventy-five 
tons; in |ss<), two thousand tOYOU hun- 
dred and seventy-five tons; antl there 
have been shipped this year and are 
ready for shipment, at that one station, 
two thousand four hundred tons. Col. 
Lounsberry estimates these bones rep- 
resent two hundred and ttfty-nine thou- 
sand two hundred animals, and that 
these shipments do not represent over 
one-thirtieth of the entire amount of 
buffalo hones that have been bleached 
on the sunny surface of North Dakota 
—bones that once were the frame work 
of seven million buffaloes.

A correspondent in the Journal of Ag- 
riculture says of the plan :

"The money this system would require 
would demand more than treble addi- 
tional taxation, unless it should be se- 
cured by the plan proposed in this sys- 
tem and which would be worse than the 
protection and treble taxation combined." 
In the next paragraph he says : 
" I shall not at present attempt to as- 
certain how much it would cost to put 
this sub-treasury scheme in operation 
and keep it running."

A surprise awaited the convention in 
the fight over the relatively unimportant 
nomination for llegintcr of the Land Of- 
fice.

Salyer, of Morgan county. Mr. Salyer 
said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention : I am hero to auk recognition of a 
great Democratic principle from this repre- 
sentative body of the Democracy of Ken- 
tucky. It has been long instilled in the 
minds of the American people that no ex- 
clusive privileges should be granted to tiny 
person ; that the same justice should he ex- 
tended alike to all, and that that prin< iple 
should apply to counties as well as individ- 
uals. Eastern Kentucky has never been 
clamorous for office. You have never been 
compelled to attach to the Htato ticket the 
name of a man from that section lu order to 
command her support to tha Democratic 
party.
